The Korca Review tor. Deceniber presents an 
interesting picture of high official lifo in Sooul 
in connection with the deposition of Yi Yong-ik, 
ihe Minister who hog~bcea regarded us under 
Russian protection. ‘The magazite says the 
past month (December) had witnessed ‘\some- 
thing of an apheasal int official circles owing to 
the strenuous attempt on the part of many.high 
officials to depose Yi Youg-ik from the high 
eminence te which ‘ho bad ottained.” Yi 
Yong ik, being a man of strong charactor, 
appears to haye obtained almost absolute power, 
and with it the hearty hatred of a faction of 
high officiels, What can’ bo described us tho 
cause of Yi Yoog-ik’s downfall, according to tho 
Review, was o convorsation the Minister had 
with Lady Om (ono of tho Indies of tho 
Emgeror’s Court), whom be compared with 
Yang Kwi-bi, a concubine of the last Em- 
poror of the Chinese Yang dynasty. This 
was intended as a complinent, “but as he had 
bat alimited education’ tho Minister dd not 
kuow (bat ho con!d hare ssid nothing more 
insulting, forthe Chinese lady by her moretri- 
cious arta is held responsible for the: downfall 
of tho Yang dynusty. Lady Om did not seem 
to be offended, however, but her nephew was 
present, and_he retailed the conversation Ister 
befory. the Ministers. - Fourteen of the lat- 
tor thorenpon memorialised tho Throve and 
declared Yi o traitor, aekiug that he be con- 
demned. -As the Emperor showed desire 
for delay, two. more mémorials wore pre 
sented, A crowd of officials knelt at tho palace 
gato to await the decision of his Majasty, and the 


question of. the Navy personuel , 


Emperor sor ms to have reluctantly ordered Yi to 
be deprived of bis honours. Ho also ordered 
the late Minister to render a statement of 
accounts, and as these were iu rather » muddled 
conilition bis life was considered likely to be 
presorvod until his involved and chaotic system 
of keeping accounts was oxplaincd and the 
country understood, a8 ke seems to have rolioved 
the Finance: Minister. of many. of the latter's 
responsibilitics, ‘The friends of Yi_recow- 
mended -him’.to take asylum in the Russian 
Legation, which he did. He was not deprived 
of his hononva and titles by the !mperor before 
a batch of Ministers had resigned thoir offices. 
Soon afterwards, howover, Yi Yong-ik -and all 
the other Ministers ‘wera vestored to their 
official-ranks, “Yi in addition was given tho 
poxt of Commissioner to purchase Annam rico, 
and in s day or two left Port Arthur on a 
Russian mau-of-war with this objcot—o onrions 
route to tuke. : 


DR. SVEN HEDIN’S TRAVELS. 
sees aES, : 
At a meeting of the Royul Geographical: 
Secioty, held ov the Sth'ult, at the theatre, 
Burlington Gasdens, London, Dr. Sven Hodin 
read a paper entitled “Three Years’ Explora- 
tion in Central Asia, 1899-1902." « st 2 ik 
‘After describing’ several ¢xpeditions from ; 
Tomirhk, Dr. Svea Hedin said that he hed set 
ont to visit the ruins which he bad noticed the 
previous year, ‘they reached the place at the 
end of thy third day, and mude. s-stgtionary 
camp in the vicinity of a big town, ‘consisting 
of burnt aud sun-dried bricks. Their iuvestiga-: 
tions resulted in the discovery of a sinall villago 
of 19 houses, which he beng surveyed and 
then had dug ont, Amongst.other things they , 
came on a large quantity of payors and letters 
written over with Chinese writing, This was, 
a grand discovery. These anciant documents 
would throw a flood of light upon the history ; 
of the placa. He continues : We prosecuted ! 
our labours with double zeal.” But these were 
the only mauuscripts we found, nud they lay ! 
buried under two fect of sand.. In the same | 
we dng out 42 emall, narrow | 
wooden wands, also written over with the 
sawe kind of writing. On my return home 
T sont these materials to the learned sinologue, 
Profsssor. Himly. at Wicsbsden, who is now 
‘deciphering them, As soon 4s he had made 
5 preliminary examinetion of {hem Professor 
Himly wrote saying that the data and other 
indications pointed toa 
middle of the third andthe heginning of the 
fourth century A.D. .The- objects themselves 
appear to have 
merchant, who supplied commodities of. every 
description, Jot ont carriages’ and ‘ beasts of 
burden: on’ hire, besides conveying letters to 
‘Tun-kwang; i.e., Sa-chow. Travellers going to 
the latter city used horses, csrriages,. and even 
oxen. . Oue of the documenta eppears to contain 
ax ollusion to a military campaign, but it gives 
no indication of date. The papers xhibit, oo8 
strangé peculiarity, in being written on both 
sides—a practica which does not now obtain in 
China either in writing or in printing, In any 
case the collection of manuecripte which: bas 
now. been brought home ia one of great 
interest, even to the Chinese, and will tipqurs- 
tionably form the subject ‘of ° scientific 
speculation for some time te come. Fome of 
esheets are. nothing more than simple 
exercises in writing ; others cousiut of fragments 
p's Bat in both cases the. style. of writing 
‘ers but little from that which is now in uze

To judgo 
from one, passage, tho official whi lived at this 
place would seem to hava governed a pretty 
large province, Tho passuge runs thus :--''l'he 
appronching army is to be mot atthe frontier 
(or the skoxe ?) by forty officials. and tho furm- 
steals are many,’ Ho svems alsa to have had 
tivo native chioftains in close depondenco upon 
him.

‘Dr. Hedin described his way back to civilisation.
